We do not know who Durgen & 
Brothers are, and we do not vouch for 
the truth of the statctnents made in 
the communication printed below. If 
tl'.cy aio ti iic tho good people of that 
town ousht to remedy tho evils com- 
plaiiicd of. If they are not true the 
puopio of Maysville will know It. As a 
public Journal the Times-Democrat 
will give the Maysville men attacked 
an oppottunlty to be heard within a 
reasonable limit of space. The com- 
munication was mailed from Louis- 
ville, postmarked on January 15, and 
Is as follows: 

To the Kditur of tho Times-Demoorat, 

FlemlngsburK. Ky. 
I am taking tho liberty ol" rcaohini; 
liio people of MiiyBvillc throimh Ilic 
n'.cdiiim of your valiinl)lo joiiniiil, fur 
the reason that it will not bo possiblo 
to reach them through their own 
papers, on account of certalu interests 
that control them. My associates and 
myself have been looking over the 
different towns on the Ohio river be- 
tween Niewport or Cincinnati and be- 
yond Portsmouth. We find that there 
ore not bettor factory sites to bo found 
along tlic river than ran l)v found at 
Maysvlllo Tlic oily has n long water 
front, ailvantagos of two railroads 
water, gas and oleotrioity. and a gooij 
(di ctrio oar lino. Hut tho high cost of 
living and tlio o.xiromo prioo asked for 
coal, prevents us from locating In 
Maysvillo. Tho cost for provisions 
and more especially for coal, 1^ higher 
than in any town along the.Ohio river. 
I And that there is a combine to put 
ooal up to the highest price. Upon In- 
vestigation among the dealers I found 
coal running in price from 2(1 to 
conts a bushel in .Maysville. Ii can lie 
bought in other towns at a niucli lower 
price, ranging from 14 to in cimiIs a 
bushel. At a little town outside of 
.Maysville, called Helena, 1 was offered 
coal in any quantity at 13 cents per 
bushel. Coal in Cincinnati, Newport 
Covington and Portsmouth is selling 
for f3.76 to t4.60 a ton. The same coal 
is selling In Maysville from 16.00 to 
$7.50 per ton. Provisions, butter and 
eggs are also selling at a greater price 
than in any other town along the 
Ohio. When we look for a factory 
site, we must select one that will not 
only benefit us but also our employees 
Even if tlie sito suits us, and the 
cost of iirovisions and coal Is high, we 
do not locate. 

Maysville people stand in their own 
light. Certain Interests control not 
only the best factory sites, but they 
are Interested In all the Industries. All 
the officials are engaged in mercantile 
pursuits, and they deem it to their in- 
terest to keep prices high. The town 
has an excollont Cliauibor of Com- 
niorco but tho hands of a Secretary arc 
tied and his usefulness is nil on ac- 
count ot the conditions niontioneil. We 
are afraid it will be hard to secure a 
o.omiietont secretary lo come to llie 
town: if they gel one. he will soon 
become dislicartened and will accept 
the first good position offered to him 
The Mayor of Maysville has the op- 
portunity ot his life to endear himself 
to the heart of his people by endeavor- 
ing to get cheap coal for bis people. 
He will be able to do it The Mayor of 
Evansville did It. Coal is selling for 
11c a bushel In that town, and the 
price was secured by the .Mayor. This 
coal canio to Evansville in barges that 
passed in front of Maysvillo. It is 
only a sliorl haul from the mines to 
Maysville, and coal should bo pur- 
chased much cheaper than it can be at 
Evansville, Cincinnati and^thcr points 
on account of the lower freight rate. 
So fttr as we are ooneemed We can- 
not locate In Maysville on account of 
the high cost of coal especially. 
Through this Maysville will lose a 
large factory which employs over 150 
hands. Wo at first wondered why so 
many excellent factory sites wew not 
taken up. Wo know now.

'shall have teeth in it." So far as.tluit expression conveys a desire 
that the act shall be of practical effect in the attainment of its legiti- 
mate objects, tliere can lie no ground for controversy , out of tiiose 
who use tluit expression mean th('rel)y tiuit the law should be framed 
in sucli laii(j;uaKe or drawn in sueli indelinito scope that the 'teeth' 
vhall be a constant irritant and nu'uace to citizens who are pursuing 
legitimate lines of aetity. then the over-enthusiastic advocates of 
Federal eoulrol over elections are asking what will not be promotive 
of the best interests of free government. As between the eorru|)ting 
inftuenee of a I'ew political workers <ni the oiw hand, and the olileious

The goal of a desirably and efficient corrupt practices act should 
he the elimination of the eorrupt use of money either in the election 
or the defeat of imiividual candidates, hut certainly should not Im 
the curtailment of the discussion of ideas either by individuals or or- 
ranizations desirous of promulgating their views as to the strength 
or weakness of pending issues.

The Secretary of Agriculture at 
Washington aiked Rodman Wiley, 
Commiuloner of Publlo Roads, tor 
a loheme for uiing Federal aid which 
comcB 10 Kentucky under an act pass- 
ed by the last session of Cdngress. 
Ueallzini; that lhrr« has been project- 
ed four or live North and South High- 
ways, Commliiloner Wiley decided 
that an Bast and Weit Highway was 
moat desirable. Thla highway would 
extend from WIckllffe in llallard 
County to Ashland in Doyd County. 

If the entire federal aid apportion- 
ment ia not used up in the conatruc- 
tlon of thla piast and West Highway, 
Commlasloner Wiley Is in favor of 
next building a road extending from 
Hendehion to iiopklnHviiie: third 
from BardBtown to Lonisviiip; fourth 
from Winchester lo Wliitcsliurt; iind 
thenoe to the Virginia line; flfth from 
Covington to Lexington; lixth from 
Lexington to MIddleboro and thence 
to the Tenneiaee line and seventh 
from Ashland to Pinovlllo, All of the 
projects intersect the main East and 
West hlRhway. It will require three 
or four years to complete the East and 
West highway, and nothing will be 
done on the other projects until the 
main line Is completed. 

in l!t14 tlie LcRislature of this Slate, 
realizlUK tlic possibility of the federal 
Qovernnient exlenilin!; aid to tlu' Pub- 
lic Roads, passed a law which allows 
the State Commlaaloner of Fubllc 
Roads, with the approval of the Board 
of Sinking Fund Commimionera, to co- 
operate with tlie Federal (Jovernment 
in whatever way prescribed by the 
I'nited States luw to the end that K( m- 
tucky States law to the end that Ken- 
tucky might receive her full quota of 
Federal aid. 

The last aeaslon of Congress passed 
a 1)111 extendiliR Federal aid to the 
various states of the fnion. iiiul one 
of the terms of the law is that the 
money must be expended through a 
sUte highway department. In other 
words, that is the imallest unit that 
the Government consideni in the ad- 
ministralidii at Federal aid. .\ppor- 
iloiimeius are made to the various 
stales on the liasis of population, area 
and number of miles of roads, and, 
on this basis, Kentucky was allotted 
for 191t something over 197,000 and 
for 1917 about $195,000, and in a 

period of (Ive years, aliieli covers the 
Federal Aid Itoad l,a«. Ki'utucky will 
receive sninelliiiiK like $1.420.01111. 

It is the aid of the Department of 
Public Roads to figure out a scheme 
whereby all of the counties of thf 
State will be benefltted by Federal and 
even though the road docs not pass 
throUKh that county This will he done 
by flgurinK Federal aid in coujuiictiou 
with State aid, which will mean that 
the road fund will be Increased over 
previous years and other counties will 
receive more State aid apportionment 
than they have previously received. 

Commlsfioner of Publir Iloads 
Wiley believes that it would be un- 
wise to try to apportion the Federal 
aid to the various counties and a bet- 
ter scheme would be to expend the 
money on some trunk line road. These 
'rank line roads will pass throiigh the 
hest seelionF of the State.
